And ſhould that be the 
Caſe, I need not prove to you that it will give the greateſt 
Blow to the Britiſh Power and Trade that eyer fell on any 
Nation: However, as the Redreſs of Grievances cannot be 
expected from the Wiſeſt and Beſt of Princes 'till a proper 
Repreſentation be made of them to the Throne; fo, tis not to 
be doubted, we ſhall ſoon find a freſh Inſtance of his Majeſty's.
